Tiie tea in almost every case was adul-

leaf. The adulteration is done principally 
prevloue to tbe shipment of the tea. the 
wild rose and willow leaves being mixed 
in the cbesta along with tbe genuine arti- 
cle, so t hat by tbe time the consignment 
has reached the dealer it it* pretty hard to 
detect the aiultcration otherwise than by 
an elal)i:r:>le analysis. 

The iidiiltcration of cotVee takes place in 
the store of the retaMor. It can only be 
done in tlie ca-'e of colVce l einir sold readv 
ground, as nothing hii« been tminil yet to 
resemble I he genuine hei ry. 'I'lie samples 
of ground coll'ee analyT'.-! hy I'rof, l,ong 
were found, with very few e.^cepiions, to 
contain a certain (|uotaof cLoppcd-up peas, 
ttte adulteration in each sample varying 
fnm 7 to 16 per cent. 

Various kinds of spicea came in for a 
share of Prof Long's attention, and were 
found to be more or less ailiiltcrnted. In 
irinaer were discovered secretions of wheal 
flour, corn-iiii'nl, oavcnne pepper, mustard 
hnsk.". II ml ground rice. The percentase ol 
aduiteratiou in soma easea was aa high as 
per lent. 

Une package of alleged pepper waaflnnd 
to be merely " pepper dust" (tbe sweep- 
inn from pepper warehouses), and ten 
othara were plentifully mixed with , pea, 
wheat and oat flour. Of eight samples ot 
mustard examined, three were pure and 
Ave adulteratdd. The latter were mixed 
with tiuur. and rolore I with tumeric. The 
favorite a hilifrntio'i in cloves seeniC'l to 
be ground coroiinnt >lieil and sc'iic'irl 
meal, one of the Mimples l^einj; adnltei ate.) 
to llic ttxtc'.it of lilty jier cent. 

l.itile or no real cinnamon is so'd in Chi- 
cago, tlie substitute .being '* cas.'<ia bark,'' 
which ha* the appearance of cinnamon, 
though it is far fVom being tbe same thing. 
The store-koepers are not even content 
with practicing this deception, aa several 
of tbe samples of so-called cinnamon tested 
by I*rof. Long were found to contain quanti- 
ties of eoGoaaut shells and eayenne pepper.

Washimotox, June 20.— It kas been re- 
peatedly claimed by people on the ruclfic 
Coast that Chinsse laborara In British Co- 
lumbia were smuggled acroaa the fkvntier 
in violation of tbe act of May ti, 1883, ex- 
cluding Chinese immigrante from the Uni- I 
ted States, and at tue request of Rep re- | 
sentatives Rosecraus and Horry, of Cali- 
fornia, and Senator Jonaa, of Nevada, Seo- 1 
retary Folger ondered a special agent to , 
the frontier to imiuire and make a report 
au tbe number, calling and location of the 
Cbincee in Uritish Columbia, and tbe poset* 
bllity of their entering this count y as 
charged. This report has Just been re- 
ceived. It plaeea the number af Chhueee in 
BriUsh Columbia at 10,000. They are 
chiefly employed in tke conatnictlon of tka 
Canadian Pacillo railway, at the 'flsberics i 
and ai tli«* miiioH. al>out 6,1)00 coolies being 
engtigt' l ii: I 111 li .>ad construction alone. TIh- 
agent siiys ii is jiosrihle, but not likely, 
that if tlie lirinsh Columbia Ciiinanien 
taxed their ingenuity, a landing hy canoe 
or small sail boat could be etfecled on tbe 
sparaely settled islands dotting Puget 
sound, or iu Washington Territory by cross- 
ing tba Straits of San Juan de Fuoa, but 
any auok attempt, to ka auooaaaAil, would 
require tka coKmeralloo of wkita people, 
wkich ia not likely to be extended unlaaa a 
radical change of sentiment takes place on 
the Cbineae immigration question. A 
straggler seeking eniranoe by the inlauds 
would certainly be disoovered, and before 
be eould reach a settlement, or if tbe en- 
tranoe was attempted by crossing the 
straits, a range of mountains extending 
along the north coast of WiMihington Terri- 
torv would prove an insuperable barrier. 

Tba AMilities for land travel are confined 
to flve traila, but tkeea are ail gnardad by 
mounted euatom oflbaca asaapt taat leading 
tnm Fort Hepa. E 0., ta the Skagit mhies 
in Washington Territory. The whites there 
are hostile to the Cbine:ie, and would 
promptly notify the authoritius. The con- 
tractors engaged in the cnnstructiou of ths 
Canadian I'aoitio assured the agent that 
tlieir only lossee of Chinese laborers are 
by death, none by desertion. The agent ad- 
mits that a few adventurous stragglers may 
evade the oustoms cificers, but be says no 
organised efliort to erosi ihe frontier is ap- 

Kkandad until tka ooaplation of the 
ladiam Paalia, and tke bmb engaged 
tkerean are aompalled to aaek work elae- 
where. The read cannot kaflnisbed.however, 
until 1886 or 1887. The agent claims that 
having paid elose attention to the oppor- 
tunities and possibilities of infraction of 
tbe Chinese act since its passage, he can, 
without fear of truthful contradiction, aver 
that no Cbincso from British Columbia 
have entered Washington Territcry or 
Oregon without ths production of proof of 
professional or msreantile avocation, or

To inaure redoubled vigilance tbe agent 
recosamends that the department issue 
special instructions to tke commander of 
the revenue cutter Woloott to exorriso 
special vigilance in preventing the unau- 
thorixed onirtnc* of Chinese by waier.

Exposition ia proving of incalculable a<i 
vantoge to the railroadaof the oountry. 
The number of new and uaafttl ihventioii 
exhibited baa been simply astonishin;:. 
From 12.000 to 15,000 visitors have at- 
tended dally. Notwithstanding all tliLt 
the presa of Cbieage baa aeted in a very 
strange maanar toward exhibitors who 
have expended time and money preparing 
for tbia expoeltton. Not a line has been 
published except that which has been pai 1 
t'lr at hi^h rates. This is in strikiiii c<>ii- 
tiast witli tho enterjirise of Cincinnati an ! 
Louisville newspapers. When cxpo!<itioii-i 
have been bold iu those cities tho no\t.s- 
papers have vied with each otlier iti 
iug full reports of meritorious invention".

trieity. ft is tbe invention of .A.L. Duwslins, 
of Ctoctonati, Oblo, and ia a aoatinuous 
brake ayatam oadar tka aaalral of tka en- 
gineer on tbe loeometiTc^ and operated by 
him exactly as tks air-brake now Is, the 
electric current, generated by a dynaioo 
machine oo the lucomotlvo, being sent along 
wires stretched tbe wlii>le length of the 
train, with proper couplings, instead of 
forcing compreseed air through tubes. 
The apparent advantages are. no danger uf 
leakage, a more unit'oi in a[ii)lication, every 
brake-shos throughout the train feeling the 
influence of power at tbe same instant of 
time, and also, siaee a onrreat of electricity 
can be carried as fkr aa a wire can he 
stretched, that any length ft-eight trains 
can be oontrolled by the engineer. In
